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SEC. 871. REQUIREMENT TO ESTABLISH PRICING OFFICE

coordinate, as determined appropriate by the Secretary,
with the appropriate officials of the Department of Home-
land Security, the Central Intelligence Agency, and the
Department of State to establish and authorize a pricing
office and director in each such department or agency,
similar to the Office of Defense Pricing in the Office of
Defense Procurement and Acquisition Policy, to ensure
transparency and cost-effective procurement policies.
